Found Near *Bloody Angle' 


Preparations for the 75th a n n i­ 


versary 
encam pm ent here brought 


to light the unm arked grave of a 
.soldier 
who fought in the 
battle 
here w hen workmen engaged in op ­ 
en ing a ditcli for a water line across 
a field 150 yards northw est of the 
Bloody Angle uncovered parts of a 
skeleton on Friday afternoon. 
As soon as th e workmen discov­ 
ered w hat they had unearthed, n a ­ 
tional park historians were notified. 
W hile Hie workm en were m oved to 
another section oi 
the ditch, Dr. 
Frederick 
Tilberg. 
assistan t 
park 
historian, and helpers exhum ed sev ­ 
en bones th a t appeared to have been 
parts of arm s and legs and sections 
of a skull. 
C areful sifting of the 
ground in w hich the rem ains were 
found 
produced 
tw o 
sm all 
w hite 
buttons th a t have not yet given any 
assistan ce in identifying the bones 
A nother part of a button w as found 
w hich has been definitely identified 
as th a t of a C onfederate soldier. 
A 
fourth button w as found about four 
yards 
to 
the 
west 
in 
the 
sam e 
trench. 
It was identified as com ing 
from a U nion uniform . 
W hile the opinion was expressed 
that th e .skeleton is probably that of 
a 
C onfederate 
who 
charged 
the 
U nion 
lines on 
the afternoon of 
July 3, 1863, w ith H eath's division 
in P ick ett’s fam ous charge, positive 
identification m ay never be m ade, 
T ile bones were found about 16 
in ch es beneath the surface of the 
field th at has been tilled o ften in 
the 75 years since the battle. 
Park historians point out tiia t th e 
skeleton 
was found near a point 
w hich old grave charts indicate was 
used as a burying plot for m any C on­ 
federate 
bodies 
after 
the 
battle. 
Later th e bodies were rem oved to 
southern cem eteries. 
It is possible 
that h is body lay on the edge or o u t­ 
side th e burial plot and w as over­ 
looked.
